The prior art of record does not disclose nor suggest, individually or collectively, the 
claimed light control LED lighting equipment having a LED aggregate lamp portion which 
includes a first, a second, and a third color LED groups; a first, a second, and a third color drive 
circuits for supplying power to the three color LED groups respectively; a control input 
generating means for generating one series of control input signal, a value of the control input 
signal increasing or decreasing within a predetermined range in response to operation by user; a 
control output generating means for generating a combination of first color luminance data, a 
second color luminance data and a third color luminance data corresponding to a value of the 
control input signal according to a predetermined characteristics; and an individual power control 
means for independently controlling the three color drive circuits on the basis of the first, second 
and third color luminance data for varying power supply amount for the first, second and third 
Led groups.
